Lou Thes 2 captured his sixth N.W.A, 
World title early in the year and 
successfully defended it against 
his predecessor. Buddy Bogers, in a 
rematch in Toronto, this time two 
out of three falls. The W.W.W.F. people 
refused to recognize The 3 s after 
the first meeting in Toronto on 
the basis of it being a one fall 
match. Why they failed to give 
him recognition after the return 
bout is anyone’s guess. The fact 
remains that after beating Bogers 
a second time, Thesz returned to 
Toronto and defeated Bruno Sammar- 
tino, who IATSR defeated Bogers in 
l?ew York City’s Madison Square 
Garden to claim the W.W.W.F. belt. 

Interestingly, on the card headlined 
by the Thesz-Bogers return title bout, 
Sasmartino appeared in a tag team match 
partnered with Gino Marslla. Who is 
Gino Mare 11 a? He’s the heavyweight 
who l&v»er gained fame and fortune as 
Gorilla Monsoon. Although he and Bruno 
were partners this night, many months 
later would begin a lengthy rivalry 
between the two in the W.W.W.F. rings.

They 
are known as the Mysterious 
Medics. 

It was more than the nationwide 
interest in the Ben Casey and Dr. 
Kildare shows that brought the 
Mysterious Medics into wrestling. 

They first met on the battle¬ 
field during the Korean conflict 
and have been together ever since 
as one of the toughest and hardest 
to handle tag team combinations 
the mat game has ever seen. 

Both were youngsters when they 
entered the Armed Services and as 
they were both wrestling at the 
time they decided to stick to¬ 
gether as long as possible. Chance 
kept them in the same outfit 
through all of their service and 
they managed to make the most 
of it by constantly working out, 
even close to tile front lines, at 
every opportunity. 

The idea for the Mysterious 
Medics mat team was bom in the 
fact that they were Medics in the 
sendee. While the lessons they 


learned in uniform were for the 
spreading of mercy and the appli¬ 
cation of fife saving first aid, they 
offer none of these things now. 

“It was easy to turn the knowl¬ 
edge around,” said one of the 
masked men, "learning to hurt is 
the reverse of learning to heal and 
in wrestling we know where to 
find the muscle we want and how 
to put it out of commission with 
more than just wrestling leverage. 

The tactics have paid off well 
at the bank. Neither of them seem 
to care that they have left a trail 
of bloody heads behind them and 
that one newspaper in the South 
said that they had left more dam¬ 
age behind them since General 
Sherman marched to the Sea 
through Georgia. “Sherman was a 
piker," said the other Medic, “he 
had his men do his fighting for 
him.

His sole purpose in coming to 
town is a shot at Verne Gagne's 
title and from hearing O’Connor 
talk about it, he doesn’t plan to 
let the Crusher stand in his way 
way.

O'Connor, a true ring gentle¬ 
man, responded to the critic its m 
by saying, "He's a typical ring 
loudmouth. I use my brain and 
muscles and they usually prove 
more effective than a set of yack¬ 
ing teeth."

Chances are you don't and you can’t be blamed at all. 

The roving Sports Facts camera caught the sorry sight just 
moments after the Missouri Match between the Crusher and 
Hamilton finished. 

As the picture indicates, Hamilton lost and in a most convinc¬ 
ing fashion. Hamilton claims the Crusher used brass knuckles 
io open a two-inch gash just above Hamilton's left eye. (It required 
10 stitches to close). 

But no matter how it happened, the Crusher emerged the 
victor after 11 minutes and 20 seconds of action May 25 in the 
St, Paul Auditorium. 

Several wrestling fans commented after the match that it was 
the bloodiest affair they had ever witnessed. The match ended 
with Hamilton lying unconscious as the Crusher stood above him 
also shedding blood.
